Chicago. — Two million railroad 


•workers started to work for reduced 
•wages Friday as their leaders met 
here to prevent, if possible, a tieup 
of the nation's transportation system. 


One thousand executives 
of 
the 


strong rail unions started their ses- 
sions to decide whether to accept or 
reject the $400,000,000 annual cut or- 
dered by the United States railroad 
laJior board to go into effect Friday. 
Although the union leaders will keep 
their own counsel until a definite de- 
cision has been reached, it was gen- 
erally believed that they will exert 
every effort to prevent a strike. 


These are the reasons given for the 


anticipated effort of union chiefs to 
hold their men in line and prevent 
a walkout: 


Reluctance to add to the legions of 


unemployed the vast number of rail 
employes. 
Knowledge that a strike would not 


have popular support and therefore 
•would be futile. 


Recognition that railroaders must 


suffer the same as other -workers dur- 
ing the period of readjustment. 


Voters Oppose Cut 


It is definitely known by referen- 


dums taken in the railroad depart 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, that the majority of the rank 
and file of rail workers are against 
the 12 per cent wage cut. Timothr 
Healy, president of the 
stationary 


engineers and oilers' organization an- 
nounced as the sessions started thit 
hia men had overwhelmingly votfd 
to reject the -wage cut.

Washington. — Senator Borah, of 


Idaho, 
champion

stands out today as victor in the first 
contest with tue Harding administra- 
tion. Reluctant for reasons never 
divulged, the administration at first 
frowned upon Mr. Borah's efforts to 
push the disarmament question to the 
front, then conceded the point and 
passed the word to Republican sena- 
tors that no objections was entertain- 
ed to their suport of the measure and 
finally made an effort through Re- 
publican leader Mondell, of the house, 
to gtit a broad resolution passed which 
woulii cover military as well as naval 
disarmament. 
That last proposal of 


the administration was finally aban- 
doned in the house and the Borah res- 
olutidn came through with flying col 
ors. 


TUe" reasons that lie back of the 


administration's 
change 
of policy 


have not been on the surface at all 
and siveral Republicans who watched 
the rising tide of disarmament senti- 
ment in the country have insisted that 
whatever the form which the disarma- 
ment proposals may tafee the house 
could not afford to get into a tangle 
on the question by voting down the 
Borah idea of a three power confer- 
once—Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States. 


The 'truth is tho Borah resolution 


doesn't: prevent the executive 
from

powers nor does it inhibit Mr. Hard- 
ing from including land armament as 
well. 5rhe president has the right to 
negotiate with foreign powers about 
any subject under the sun and no 
matter [what agreement he negotiated 
congress .would have th^e final say as 
to the 8topp3£<3 of appropriations for 
naval * or military arniiii^nt.

• The •Bttailnlstratiori forces have not 
relished1 the Idea of being led by Sen- 
ator Borah. In the past all important 
policies sanctioned by an administra-

In this case Sena- 
tor Lodge took little part in the pro- 
ceedings. 
Republican 
Leader Mon- 


dcll's efforts to broaden the resolution 
wore abandoned. It was decided to 
yield to Mr. Borah. 


Explanations given vary. 
Somr 


said the desire of the executive was to 
get congress busy on much more vi- 
tal matters of business thnn a mere 
expression of opinion, which after all 
is what the Borah resolution docs. It 
doesn't accomplish disarmament. 
It 


requests the president to confer with 
other powers and discuss the matter. 
It's always a long way from discus- 
sion to achievement In foreign affairs. 


Nevertheless the forcing of the ad- 


ministration's hand on a problem so 
big in th'e public mind as disarma- 
ment lias not passed without sicrnifi- 
cant comment on all sides to tbe ef-

NO CONFERENCE FOR IRELAND 
It is a matter of universal regret that 


the proposed conference between Prime 
Minister Lloyd George, Eamonn De Va- 
lera, the Irish Republican leader, and Sir 
James Craig, the Ulster premier, is not to 
take place. When Lloyd George issued 
his invitation to the representatives of 
North and South Ireland it was regarded 
as a hopeful concession on the part of the 
British government that might lead to an 
amicable understanding and a solution of 
the Irish problem. 


Jan Christian Smuts, premier of South 


Africa, is said to be the man who con- 
ceived the idea of an attempt to reach a 


* settlement by bringing together De Va- 
lera, Sir James Craig and Lloyd George. 
Smuts' great service to the allies during 
the war and his philosophy of the repub- 
lic of mankind credited him with a vision 
superior to statescraft. He was hailed as 
a trusted and" fair mediator. The declin- 
ation by De Yalera of the invitation from 
Lloyd George puts an end for the time be- 
ing to this favorably regarded opening 
for an accommodation of the differences 
between Ireland and the home govern- 
ment. 


Lloyd George's invitation followed the 


pacific address delivered by King George 
at the opening of the Ulster parliament in 
which the king appealed for a reconcilia- 
tion in Ireland. The invitation requested 
the attendance in London of De Valera. 
Sir James Craig and any colleagues whom 
they might select, "to explore to the ut- 
most the possibility of a settlement.'' After 
guaranteeing safe conduct to all whom 
might be chosen to participate in the con- 
ference;,the prime minister added: 


We make this invitation with a f>rv.snt desire 


to end the ruinous conflict -prhich has for cen- 
turies divided Ireland and embittered the rela- 
tions of the peoples of thesa two islands who 
ought to live in neighborly harmony with each 
other and whose cooperatior would mean so 
much, not only to the empire but to humanity. 
We wish that no endeavor should be lacking on 
our part to realize the kind's prayer and we ask 
you to meet us, as we will meet you, in the 
spirit of conciliation for which his majesty ap- 
pealed. 


The cable announcing De Valera's re- 


jection of the invitation states that he 
found it "impossible of acceptance in its 
present form, owing to jits limitations.'' 
In the absence of further 
explanation 


Americans are unable to judge as to the 
validity of De Valera's objection, or as to 
just what he means by "limitations."' 
Lloyd Qeorge's invitation would on its sur- 
face appear to carry no limitations, pro- 
posing as he did to explore to the utmost 
the possibility of a settlement. However, 
the position of the Irish* republican leader 
is entitled to full consideration, and the 
dost that a hopeful world can look for- 
ward to is that the invitation may be re- 
drafted in a form that will actually bring 
abdT^ the conference. It is a situation 
which cannot continue indefinitely and for 
which ultimately there must be a solution. 
It would seem that the present concilia- 
tory spirit of the prime minister and the 
king ought to'bear fruit, and that sooner 
or later a way will be found to bring the 
"antagonistic forces together in a peaceful 
and lasting understanding. 


THE TAEIFF AS A BUSINESS ISSUE 


Farmers, small manufacturers and mer- 


chants ihould rivet their most penetrating 
Vision on the tariff duties which congress 
Will be urged to levy. 
Continual watch- 


fulness will be a safe precaution also for 
many relatively large manufacturers. With 
commerce debilitated and toppling all 
over the world, mammoth industrial in- 
terests will adduce persuasive evidence to 
•how that exclusively through specific_tax- 
tti can business as a whole be re-mvig- 
orated. 


When th* tariff commission was estab- 


lished, the fact that the tariff should be 
regarded as a'business issue received bi- 
partisan acknowledgement. 
And it is 


quite too obvious to need emphasis that 
any tax levy which would affect business 


so vitally as the tariff, must be, primarily 
and logically, a business issue. 


If there is any political phase to the 


tariff at this particular time, it behooves 
the leaders of the two dominating parties 
to be extremely cautious. Entangled and 
unsettled economic conditions not only- 
prevent a clear forecast of developments, 
but also indicate that readjustment will 
cause frequent changes 
as it proceeds. 


There is no doubt, apparently, that a few 
industries, the outgrowth of the war, will 
depend on tariff for their existence. 
On 


the other hand, duties which might favor 
other industries with, monopoly would be 
detrimental to business as a whole. 


International trade, which includes both 


exports and imports, will be indispensable 
to a full measure of prosperity, and regu- 
lation of tariff problems will have the most 
material effect, either advantageous or 
detrimental, on American commerce. 
It 


seems to be highly necessary, therefore, 
that the public and the legislature should 
take the stand that the tariff is a business 
issue and it should serve the general na- 
tional welfare.

BORAH PLAN ADOPTED 


The deadlock which has existed for sev- 


eral weeks between the house and senate 
over the so-called disarmament resolution 
is broken by the adoption by the house 
of the Borah amendment to the naval ap- 
propriation bill. 
This amendment calls 


for a conference between representatives 
of Great Britain, Japan and the United 
States to consider the limitation of arma- 
ments. It was objected to in the house 
on the ground that it restricted the move- 
ment for reduction of armaments to three 
nations. The Porter resolution in the 
house broadened the scope of the confer- 
ence to include other nations. 


As the conference over the two resolu- 


tions continued it became apparent that 
their form or phraseology was of minor 
importance. This fact was well brought 
out by President Harding in a letter to 
Rep Mondell. Republican leader, in which 
the president said: 


"I am vastly more concerned with the 


favorable 
attitude of congress on this 


question than I am as to the form of ex- 
pressing that attitude." The president 
further let it be known that he was in 
hearty sympathy with the proposal, and 
this information resulted in breaking 
down practically all opposition in the 
house where only four votes were cast 
against the Borah amendment. 


The limitation of armaments is a vital 


world question. It is of course of chief 
concern to the great powers, including 
the three specified in the senate amend- 
ment, but it is also of concern to all other 
governments which maintain navies and 
military ostablishments. 
So far as prac- 


tical results are concerned it may safely 
be taken for granted that any concrete 
recommendations made by representatives 
of Great Britain. Japan and the United 
States, and approved by their govern- 
ments, will meet with favor and concur- 
rence by the rest of the world. 


Nearly every nation is heavily encum- 


bered by military expenditures. They are 
a burden to small as well as to large na- 
tions. 
The fact that more than 90 per 


cent of all government appropriations in 
the United States are for wars past and 
future is alone sufficient 
to demand the 


institution of an international policy which 
will make possible a reduction of this tre- 
mendous expense in varying degrees to 
most of the nations. 


It will necessarily take time to bring 


the movement for limitation of armaments 
to a successful conclusion, but the exigen- 
cies of the -economic situation throughout 
the world urge that steps to this end be 
taken with all reasonable dispatch. The 
mere, fact that the United States initiates 
the movement is a heavy factor in its fav- 
or and opens the way to practical results. 
The congress and the president have taken 
a broad and commendable view of the 
question in expediting the plan for an in- 
ternational conference. It promises to be 
one of the outstanding achievements of the 
administration and everyone will hope for 
its success.

REMOVAL OF TONSILS 


I har« observed certain throat specialists, who 


made the most noise about the importance of com- 
plete enucleation or removal of the diseased or en- 
larged tonsils rather than mere amputation' or cut- 
ting off of the tonsils (tonsillectomy rather than ton- 
sillotomy). doing a spectacular but not very thor- 
ough amputation nevertheless. There is no other 
medical specialty m which so many utterly incom 
petent and unfit young men are 
meeting 
with 


great (financial) success; I am not referring so much 
to the nose and throat specialist, but to that too 
numerous and too shallow class of "specialists" 
who- choose as a suitable field for t*»eir sketchy tal- 
ents the eye. ear, nose and throat. The chin, neck, 
feet and liver they leave to indiscriminate practice. 
An eye doctor has some concern about the nose, 
and a nose doctor has some interest in the eyes, for 
diseases of the one are often found to produce dis- 
turbances of the other organ. But what reason or 
excuse an eye doctor has for bungling ear troubles 
or why a throat specialist should purport to be 
also a specialist in eye diseases, is a problem which 
I imagine the late Dr. Kidd or some of his shrewd 
successors could best solve. During the Great War 
these all-around specialists sort of blushed and 
modestly accepted the title of "head specialists." 
"Which rather left the gynecologists, the orthoped- 
ists, the internists (internists or honest-to-goodness 
all-around specialists in whatever ails a man in- 
sideV and a few other inferior sorts in a rather em- 
barrassing predicament. 


Whether the tonsils should be removed complete.- 


ly (a rather radical operation) or amputated, is an 
individual problem in each case, and the patient's 
regular physician is far better fitted to decide than 
is any specialist. 
A specialist may be jealous of 


"my" method, "ray" tonsil forcepts and "my" last 
hundred operations, but the patient is concerned 
about "my" tonsils. 


A local anesthetic is sufficient for most such oper- 


ations in adults and in many children. For those 
who are undisciplined and weak "&i self control a 
general anesthetic is preferable. In either case it 
is best to remove both tonsils at the same time, so 
thr.t there will be but one sore throat. For the 
throat is sore for a few days after the operation 


Persons contemplating the removal of 
tonsils 


should dismiss from mind the superstitions too fre- 
quently heard. Diseased or enlarged tonsils often 
spoil a voice; removal of the tonsils never does; ac- 
cidental injury of the pillars of the throat, when 
tonsils are adherent to the pillars, may possibly in- 
jure a singing voice 
Removal of the tonails has 


no effect "whatever upon general development or 
the integrity of the^sexval system. Removal of dis- 
eased or enlarged tonsils never diminishes natural 
resistance to infect'ous disease, but often seems 
to increase resistance 
No child is too young; no 


adult is too old, no season or time of year is unsafe 
for this operation. I am not denying that sad ac 
cidents have happened and will happen now and 
then, in the thousands of such operations done; 
but the risks arid damages involved in the neglect 
of the disease condition are infinitely greater than 
the remote dangers connected with such operations

JAPS' ACTS 


LIE TO STORIES 


Japanese Leaders Declare Ja- 


pan is Not Actuated by 


Territorial Aims.

Tokio—In seventy years Japan rose 


from nothing at all to a place at the 
selectest table of the mightiest here 
below; from a handful of comical slab- 
sided junks to this vast fleet Of steel 
merchantment plowing so many seas. 
And this is the thing which has made 
most of the trouble, this same daz- 
zling flight from the rear rank to the 
front. 
It started the brood of fan- 


tastic misgivings. Hefe was a nation 
which had taken gigantic strides. Sup- 
pose it should keep on studing? Sev- 
enty more years at this rate would 
make Japan the scowling menace of 
the world. It was a fearsome thought 
to European trade in the far east. Fear 
breeds aversion, aversion breeds fakes, 
and there you are. 


Next, they are an easy peole to im- 


aglr.6 unpleasant things about, they 
are so devilishly unattractive. 
They 


go their way without conversational 
grace and ;ookmg secretive, as if full 
of strategems and spoils. Hence, for 
one example, the fixed, immovable con- 
viction of all the outside world that 
Japan has a definite and depraved plan 
to swallow China and then attack the 
rest of us. But first absorb China. 


There are about 400.000,000 Chinese 


and (whatever you may have heard) 
only about 50,000,000 Japanese. 
The 


swallowing, therefore, would seem to 
be some job—the sword fiish swallow- 
Ing the whale—but not too much for 
dreamers of dreams that at long range 
iview the orient. 
, If any nian in Japan or elsewhere 
ought to know about all this it is 
Baron H. Ijuin, 30 years in the diplo- 
matic service and most of his active 
varied life having been spent in China. 
From the second deputy vice consul, 
or something like that, he rose by 
earned promotions to be minister to 
China, then ambassador to Italy, then 
member of the peace conference. In 
his long residence In China he studied 
and observed and connoted so well 
that now he is become the first Japa- 
nese authority on things Chinese. I 
wished particularly to get his opinions 
on this sword fish and whale business 
because for years he had been on the 
Inside of Japan's policy about China, 
had carried it out and helped to frame 
it; therefore he was the first class 
judge. When the case was put up to 
him he made this significant responsp; 


"In my almost 30 years of diplo- 


matic service I have seen at close 
range some interesting 
events—the 


Chino-Japanese war, the Boxer upris 
ing, the Russo-Japanese war, the Ja- 
panese campaign against Gorman pow- 
er. But in all that time I have never 
known a moment when the Japanese 
policy toward China showed any ten- 
dency to territorial aggrandizement. 


"For example, tho war with China 


did not originate in any desire or de- 
sign of Japan to add a foot to her 
territory. Peking thought 
political 


conditions in Japan made the time 
ripe to seize Korea., totally disregard- 
ing China's treaty engagements with 
Japan. If China got Korea Japan's 
life would be in imminent danger. 
We fought for self preservation. 


"At the end of the war, Formosa 


and the 
Liaotung- peninsula were 


ceded to Japan, not because Japan 
s hungering for more land but 


because China Was in such a state 
that a third Power would have taken 
possession of these strategic points. 
Formosa in the hands of a big naval 
power would have made Japan's po- 
sition in the Far.East untenable; we 
acquired it for self defense. 
Simi- 


larly about Liaotung peninsula. 
A 


third 
power 
there 
would 
have 


menaced the security of China, Korea 
and Japan. The justice of this po- 
sition was proved when the peninsula 
became Russian and the three east- 
ern provinces of China were brought 
into the Russian sphere of influence. 


"The Russo-Japanese war, 
again, 


was brought about by the diplomatic

muddljns of the Chinese government, 
trying, as was its practice, to set 
one power against another. China 
allowed Russia to U66 Manchuria (a 
Chinese province) as a base of opera- 
tions, from which she planned to ab- 
sorb Korea. I do not know how gen- 
e-rally this historic fact la recognized, 
but Japan made every conceivable 
effort to avoid the conflict with Ru«- 
sia. So long as she could she strove 
for a compromise that would give her 
a chance to live. It waa for that 
chance alone that she finally went to 
war and not for any territorial gains. 


"The Republican 
revolution 
In 


China completely destroyed for a time 
even a semblance of her national 
unity. In this connection Russia 
again stepped in a.nd under the name 
of self-government began to absorb 
Mongolia. If Japan had territorial 
ambitions she too would have made 
some use of this rare opportunity. 
The fact that she stood aloof and 
would not touch any of the land thus 
laid at her foet is sufficient proof that 
she is not land greedy. "Instead of 
taking land we stood by and protect- 
ed China's territorial integrity." 


We came then to the most deli- 


cate part of the subject, the present 
situation In China, about which he 
said: 


"We welcome the policy of the open 


door and an equal chance for 
all. 


We are China's nearest neighbor. 
There is not the least need of any 
exclusive rights for us there. It Is 
said that Japan has not followed this 
policy hitherto. If 
she has 
not 


seemed to 4n every case it has been 
because China has been unable to 
give every 
nation a 
fair chance; 


when. In plain terms, she was giv- 
ing special privileges In return for 
bribes or consideration. 


"We want 
to 
have 
order and 


stability restored in China! That Is 
of the utmost importance for Japan's 
own interests and for 
the general 


welfare of the world. Any political 
interference from outsiders would be 
most -unfortunate. 
But Japan 
de- 


sires to give all support that she 
properly may give to the restoration 
of social order in China and the uni- 
fication of the country.

are now betoff enlightened a* to tho 
wisdom and advantage* of a do»er 
political and economic entente with 
our Far Eastern neighbor*. 


"Aa BOOU a» China JB united and 


a stable government to e*taMtoh*d 
Japan win be among' the first nation* 
to assist her in the buOding of the 
railroads and the carrymgr out of the 
other improvements she so badly 
needs. 


"This la a plain exposition of Ja- 


pan's real attitude toward China. I 
hope It wfll do something to correct 
the false Impressions that do Japan 
so much injury and injustice." 


It should be noted that in the fore- 


going statement the Baron laid stress 
on the assertion that Japan was In 
favor of the open door in China, I 
have had the same assurance from 
other Japanese statesmen. It Is In- 
conceivable that they are either de- 
ceived or deceiving it. but if they 
are neither, here Is news of perma- 
nent significance.

chance of real friction between' these 
countries centers 
around 
Japan's 


presence in China, If that is inno- 
cent and there is no more Japanese 
baiting by the legislatures we can go 
to bed and sleep, for these countries 
are not going to fight.
